SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


Despite  the  country's  economic  predicament,  the  school  dis- 
tricts of  School  Administrative  Unit  No.  7  have  been  fortunate. 
While  other  school  districts  a^e  close  as  Woodsville,  White  Moun- 
tains Regional  and  Groveton  have  been  forced  to  make  cuts  in 
curriculum  and  staffing,  our  schools  have  managed  to  maintain 
educational  programs  and  hold  down  school  budgets. 

One  area  that  continues  to  skyrocket  h  the  cost  of  out-of- 
district  special  education  placements.  Currently,  school  districts 
are  liable  for  $9,000  plus  20  percent  of  costs  beyond  that  figure 
for  each  special  education  pupil.  As  the  state  continues  to  feel  the 
economic  crunch,  it  is  increasingly  likely  that  local  school  districts 
will  be  forced  to  bear  an  even  heavier  tax  burden  in  order  to  con- 
tinue providing  appropriate  educational  programs  for  handicapped 
persons. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  period  of  revision,  upgrading  and 
activity  for  S.A.U.  No.  7  Staff  Development  Committee.  The 
committee,  comprised  of  teachers,  administrators,  students  and 
community  members,  serves  to  improve  education  by  promoting 
individual  teacher  growth  and  development.  The  committee  makes 
it  possible  for  staff  members  to  attend  workshops  locally  as  well 
as  providing  financial  assistance  for  attendance  at  seminars  conduc- 
ted in  other  parts  of  the  region.  Committee  members  recently 
completed  a  five-year  plan  which  included  a  new  special  education 
component  designed  to  acquaint  local  schools  with  the  process  of 
identifying  and  serving  the  handicapped  population  and  famil- 
iarize regular  classroom  teachers  with  methods  and  materials  used 
to  instruct  mainstreamed  handicapped  students. 

Last  spring  a  committee,  headed  by  Winston  Young,  prepared 
a  grant  proposal  intended  to  provide  supplementary  learning 
experiences  for  gifted  and  talented  students,  grades  4-8.  The  grant 
was  approved  and  funded  during  the  summer  with  monies  ex- 
pended for  the  purchase  of  three  micro-computers.  The  program 
is  presently  in  full  operation  with  one  computer  housed  in  ele- 
mentary schools  in  Pittsburg,  Stewartstown  and  Colebrook. 

In  Colebrook,  a  Curriculum  Review  Committee  has  been  fo- 
cusing its  attention  on  the  Vocational  Agriculture  Program.  The 
purpose  of  the  committee  is  to  determine  how  Colebrook  Acade- 
my's Agriculture  curriculum  can  be  revised  and  upgraded  to  best 
serve  the  needs  and  interests  of  local  students  in  the  most  cost 
efficient  manner. 
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During  the  past  year,  the  cost  of  providing  quality  education 
has  again  increased.  Striking  a  balance  between  student  need  and 
the  taxpayer's  ability  to  pay  will  be  a  major  factor  in  achieving 
educational  goals.

TITLE  I  PROGRAM 

Each  year  Title  I  strives  to  meet  the  aims  and  objectives  of  its 
program  which  are  to  (1)  assist  all  children  who  have  a  need  to 
improve  their  reading  and  comprehension  skills,  (2)  improve 
spelling,  and  (3)  motivate  outside  reading  thus  preparing  children 
to  meet  everyday  challenges  in  the  educational  field  and  daily  life. 

Mrs.  Betty  Raymond  and  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Lawton,  our  Title  I 
teachers,  strive  diligently  to  meet  the  needs  of  45  children  at  St. 
Alberts,  the  Hollow  School  and  West  Side  Elementary.  This  year 
Mrs.  Priscilla  Gaeb,  who  is  a  veteran  aide,  has  been  added  to  the 
staff  to  better  service  these  schools.  Mrs.  Gaeb  follows  the  work 
outlined  at  the  three  schools  as  weM  as  performs  various  other 
services  for  Title  I. 

As  in  the  past,  test  scores,  teacher  observations  and  a  review  of 
pupil  daily  work  are  taken  into  consideration  so  that  pupil  needs 
can  be  determined  and  met. 

In  grades  2-4,  the  Title  I  teachers  and  aide  concentrate  on  the 
basic  skills  needed  in  reading  including  the  weekly  spelling  pat- 
terns. Vocabulary  is  also  studied. 

In  grades  5-8,  comprehension  skills  are  definitely  stressed  to 
insure  successful  readers.  The  Title  I  children  also  study  specific 
skills:  predicting  outcome,  main  event,  sequence,  cause  and  effect, 
and  inference.  All  are  necessary  for  reasoning  and  indepth  study. 
The  children  are  introduced  to  the  proper  reading  of  charts, 
graphs,  tables  and  maps.  These  skills  help  them  in  social  studies 
and  science. 

All  Title  I  planning,  progress  and  evaluation  processes  are  re- 
viewed by  the  Parent  Advisory  Council  and  teachers.  They  also 
encourage  other  parents  to  attend  meetings  and  help  in  as  many 
Title  I  activities  as  they  can.  This  year  they  will  assist  in  making 
posters,  costumes  and  props  for  the  spring  plays. 

Title  I  children  painted  the  Christmas  Program  scenery  which 
will  serve  again  at  a  later  date. 

During  the  annual  Christmas  Program,  Title  I  teachers  meet 
with  parents  to  discuss  children's  progress  and  display  their  work. 
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This  year's  projects  include  an  Open  House  with  annual  school 
Christmas  plays  and  spring  plays  depicting  scenes  from  old  and 
new  favorite  stories  to  stimulate  an  interest  in  reading  the  classic 
books  and  adapting  them  to  modern  renditions. 

A  new  series  of  books  has  been  added  to  the  Title  I  Library  to 
encourage  individualized  reading  outside  the  classroom. 

This  fall,  Stewartstown  Title  I  was  chosen  to  participate  in  a 
3-day  New  England  Reading  Conference  held  at  Waterville  Valley. 
Mrs.  Raymond  and  I  displayed  many  teacher-made  materials  which 
included:  an  enclosed  reading  area  entitled  "The  Animal  Kingdom" 
packed  with  short  stories  and  articles  about  animals;  all  types  of 
learning  games  for  use  in  phonics,  main  idea,  detail  and  vacabu- 
lary;  many  sets  of  puppets  used  for  shows  to  stimulate  story  re- 
call of  favorite  books  read  and  originality  in  creating  stories. 

The  Title  I  staff  is  continuously  attending  courses  and  work- 
shops to  better  service  the  Stewartstown  community.  Their  at- 
tendance record  at  workshops  is  commendable. 

My  thanks  are  extended  to  the  Title  I  staff  for  their  untiring 
efforts  to  motivate  and  create  a  successful,  rewarding  learning  ex- 
perience in  the  classroom.  A  word  of  appreciation  also  to  the 
classroom  teachers  at  St.  Alberts,  the  Hollow  and  the  West  Side 
for  their  cooperation  and  suggestions  regarding  the  program. 

This  has  been  a  rewarding  year  in  many  ways.  The  combined 
efforts  of  children,  parents,  teachers  and  the  community  as  well 
make  the  entire  picture  a  reality.
